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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



In view of the amendments presented herewith and the following remarks, favorable 
reconsideration and allowance of this application are respectfully requested. 



Claims 1-6, 9-14, 17-24, and 28-31 were examined. On June 3, 2003, all of the 
claims were finally rejected. 

The previous rejection md objections were all withdrawn except the following: 

Claims 9, 12, 17-19, 24, and 28-31 remained rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first 
paragraph for adeged lack of enablement. 

Claims 1-4, 9-14, 17-24, and 27-31 remained rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph for alleged lack of written description. 

The claims to SEQ ID NO:l and 10 encoding SEQ ID NO:2 were deemed free of 
prior art. Claims 5 and 6 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
allowable if rewritten in independent form with all of the limitations of the intervening 
claims. 

As requested by the Examiner, formal drawings will be submitted upon Allowance.
